"JOHN" AS A SERVANT. 


Mrs. Sarah E. Henshaw of this 


city contributes an article to the 
September number 
of Seribner's 


Monthly on "California Housekeep- 
ers and Chinese Servants." 
The 


•writer makes-a very just estimate of 
the value of these servants. 
It 


is not an encouraging one. 
But 


it is quite as ranch so as facts 
and experience will -warrant. The 
per cent, of really faithful and thor- 
oughly honast Chinase servants is 
small. It is doubtful if more than 
ten per cent, are entitled to that 
rank; though many would put the 
standard much higher. Their vices 
might be grouped thus: Lying, pil- 
fering, gambling, smoliing opium 
and the consumption of domestic 
stores through the aid of "cousins." 
Their virtues are order, quietness 
arid an obstinate disposition to do 
everything in a routine -way. If a 
Chinese servant has been well in- 
structed in domestic duties ho will 
never depart from that particular 
vay of doing things. If he has 
been badly instructed he will nerer 
learn a bolter way. He has left his 
ow£ country to make money; and he 
considers the people for whom he 
•Worts as fair game. One of the 
most competent and intelligent Chi- 
nese servant's we ever knew at- 
tended Sunday School with great reg- 
ularity; was counted as a Christian. 
but at the same time he contributed 
t part of the capital to a gambling 
establishment and shared regularly 
in tho profits. The Chinese servant 
who finds it necessary to .go ont 
every evening and see his country - 
jmen -will be found in nine cases out 
«1 ten to be abdicted to one of two 
<vieM<, viz: gambling or smoking 
opinra. The following hints from 
'drs. Henshaw's article will arrest 
attention: "There is one thing which 
probably -would never enter the 
m.'nds C>f Eastern people, in connec- 
tion with Chinese 
servants, but 


which is true everywhere in Cali- 
fornia among those who employ 
•them. No matter how good a China- 
inan may be, ladies never leave their 
«hildrsn with them, especially little 
girls. On first eoming here we fre- 
quently met a very lovely lady who 
always was accompanied by two lit- 
tle girls, eight and four years of age. 
If she were «ot, riding or walking, 
lasting a call or spending the day, 
the little girls were always with her. 
"We asked her ^rhyshe was always so
